NOTES AND PKBSONAL MBNTIOK.

NEW YOBE, Deo. 9.—The TTorW says

Mr, Powderly's Salary. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 9.—The Building 
Mechanics' assembly, of this city, has 
passed resolutions strongly protesting 
against the action of the general assem- 
bly in increasing the salary of General 
Master Workman Powderly to $5,000 
year, for the reason ' 'that it is contrary 
to the principles of the order of Knights 
of Labor; and, inasmuch as we, as an 
order, protest against the unjust distri- 
bution of wealth, it is not consistent for 
us to pay the sum of $5,000 to our gen- 
eral master workman when the greater 
number of our members do not earn 
;500 per year. 
And, further, it will 
tend to create a fight and scramble for 
the office, i^hioh will eventually disrupt 
the order; and we, as true Knights, be- 
lieving in the welfare of the order, do 
most emphatically enter protest against 
any action of the general assembly that 
will tend to create an official class with- 
in the order, living in luxury off the 
hard earned wages of the members who 
earn but $1 or $1.50 per day. 


STEAD;^CRISIS. 


A Missouri Man Supposed to be Dead 
Yet Showing Signs of Life. 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Dec. 9 . — W . W . 
Stead, alderman of this city, and well 
known throughout the country, was sup- 
posed to have died last Sunday evening. 
His body was laid out and arrangements 
were made for the funeral, which was 
to have occurred to-day. Yesterday, 
however, signs of life became apparent, 
the face assumed its natuaal color, the 
temperature of the body became distinct- 
ly higher and the eyelids opened and 
shut several times. He was spoken to 
but gave no sign that he heard or un- 
derstood. It is thought possible he may 
bo brought back to life, although the 
efforts of physicians to accomplish that 
end have so far failed. In the meantime 
the funeral has been postponed. 


FREE GRAVEL ROADS. 


What the People Must 
Them. 


do to Obtain 


There is no denying the fact that Fort 
Wayne is being badly crippled by toll 
gravel roads. Trade that formerly came 
here is taken elsewhere. Farmers who 
visited our city almost every week, now 
rarely come once a month. 
We have 
asked many of them the cause. The re- 
ply is that it is cheaper for them to do 
their trading nearer home. 
Many say 
it is on account of the toll gravel roads, 
while others say the markets are no bet- 
ter in Fort Wayne than they are in their 
own country villages. At any rate the 
paid gravel roads keep many farmers 
from our city. To prove this ofie has 
only to notice how many more farmers 
come in on the free gravel roads than on 
the paid roads. Take a drive any day 
on 
either 
of 
the 
two 
free 
gravel 
roads 
leading 
west 
of 


the 
city, 
ton wiU 
find 
farmers 
ooming from not only the western part 
of our own county, bat from Hunting- 
ton and Whitley counties. Then take a 
drive on any of the eastern gravel roads. 
They are all toll roads. 
You will not 
find half the travel. 
You will not find 
many farmers from other counties, and 
very few from the extreme limits of our 
own county. We don't blame the farm- 
ers. 
It is too expensive for them. 
Why, it costs about as much to drive on 
a toll gravel road as it does to ride in a 
palace car on the railroad. Just think of 
it? Two cents for every mile. No won- 
der many of these gravel roads are pay- 
ing 25 per cent every year on the in- 
vestment. But how can we remedy the 
matter? The law states that before the 
county commissioners can purchase a 
toll road, a petition must be signed by 
a majority of the land owners along the 
road, and must also be signed by the 
stockholders owning a majority of the 
stock in such road. It can readily be 
seen that the law has been made in the 
interest 
of 
the toll 
gravel 
road 
men. If 
they refose to 
sell 
we 
can find no law that compels them. We 
do not think the trouble will rest with 
them in this county. We are informed 
that a number of the roads can be 
bought. The main hindrance will be in 
getting a majority of the land owners 
along \he roads to sign the petition. 
Many farmers are very slow to sign any 
petition that takes money out of their 
pockets, no matter how much benefit is 
to be derived therefrom. Though we 
believe that if a proper canvass was 
made and the laws fully explained, a 
majority of the names of the land-owners 
could be obtained. They have eight 
years' time to pay their assessment, and 
we believe ia that time many of them 
pay more for toll than their assessments 
would amount to. We believe a public 
meeting should be called, and that the 
ball should be started rolling and never 
allowed to stop until every toll road in 
the county is made free.

ister. It was: That 
during the Greek 
revolution in 1823 
or 1923, the city of 
Q^^ yrsn^ANTl. 
Nauplia, in the [Photo, by Rtw Vinson.] 
Peloponnessus, was besieged b y a Im'ge 
body of Turks. 
Gen. Ypsilanti, a famous 
Greek chieftain, selected a picked body of 
Greek warriors, who made a sortie from the 
fortess, during the night, fell like a thMder- 
bolt on the camp of the Turks, killing him- 
dreds of them, and created such a panic that 
the Turkish pasha raised the siege of Nauplia 
on the next day, and that part of Greece was 
liberated from the presence of the Turks. 
When the news of this glorious deed of arms 
reached a new town in Michigan, it created 
such an enthusiasm, that a meeting of citi- 
zens was called, and it unanimously decided 
to call the town " Ypsilanti," in honor of the 
great general. 


This matter has just been recalled and 
made public through the presentation to the 
city of Ypsilanti of a n engraving of the 
general, after whom the city was named, by 
D. M. ^ t t a s s i , consul general of Greece, in 
New York.

Nn won- 
der many of theao gravel roads are pay- 
ing 25 per cent every year on tbo in- 
vestment. But how can we remedy tho 
matter? Tho law slates that before the 
oounty commissioners can purchase a 
toll road, a petition moft be signed by 
a majority of the land owners along the
